FOR HOMESTEAD’S STRUGGLE

It is the women of Homestead who 
are chiefly msible for the continu- 
ance of the great strike in the Carnegie | 
raills. ‘ 

It is undoubtedly the fact that not 
leas than one-third of the workers would 
long ago have given up the struggle had 
it not been for their wives. is one- 
third, with the other men who are and 
have been willing to. give up the fight, 
would be more than enough to officially 
declare the strike off.

The morning of the great fight with 
the Pinkertons one woman called her 
husband and told him to go out and 
fight. She urged him not to lose a min- 
nte. Her son was at home on a visit 
He wanted to go, too, but she wanted 
him to stay at home with her. He went 
He was carried 
home to her, it was believed, mortally 
wounded. 

Still she urged her husband on and 
kept him in the field nearly all the day. 
He is now accused of murder, while she 
continually urges the men to stand firm 
and not give in. 

When the company posted its notices 
inviting its men to return to work a 
young man who had been married less 
than a year was the first to apply. He 
was a mechanic and had no affiliation 
whatever with the Amalgamated Asso 
ciation. His services were accepted. 

He stayed in the mill three days and 
then decided he would go home and see 
his wife. He fonnd the house barred 
against him. Hie wife was in and the 
door was locked. He knocked. Sie 
answered, and when she saw him wait 
ing for admittance she barged the door 
in his face and screamed, ** Gio away! 
go away! I don’t want anything to do

The voung man went away to a neigh- 
bor’s, where he was informed by the 
lady of the house that he deserved all he 
got and more.

For two whole days his wife refused 
to see him, notwithstanding his refor- 
mation. Then she permitted him to 
come home on probation. In response 
to his pleadings that he had only return- 
ed to work for her sake and to prevent 
her suffering from want, she said she 
would rather die of starvation than be 
disyraced. 

Matters in the household are still in a 
strained condition. She has not quite 
fully forgiven him, and she declares she 
never can think as much of hitn as she 
did before. 

A crowd of young women were stand- 
ing in the Homestead postoffice discuss- 
ing the strike. “I gave him the go-by 
last night,” said one. “I can't stand a 
black sheep.” 

“Were you going to marry him’ 
asked one of the other girls

reply, “bat I tremble to think what a 
narrow escape I had. Just think of it.

The wives of the men who have gone 
back to work are miade to suffer by the 
wives of the men who are still holding 
out. First, every influence is brought 
to bear on them to induce their hus- 
bands to quit, and when unsuccessful, 
the women are ostracized. Whenever 
they appear on the street they are called 
names, and bodily harm is threatened. 
Sometimes children are sent into the 
street with instructions to throw mud 
at them. 

In two cases that are known it has 
been necessary for the men to leave the 
mill and take their families from the 
town for fear that the threats of harm 
will be carried out. 

When the Pinkerton men on the 
barges surrendered, it will be remem- 
bered that they were set upon and beaten 
by the mob. That mob was made up 
chiefly of women. All the women who 
took part in that riot have been moving 
heaven and earth to keep any of the 
men from going back to work. 

On every occasion before the arrival 
of troops, when the alarm was sounded, 
it was a common sight to see women 
running through the streets with rifles 
in their hands searching for their hus 
bands or fathers or brothers. 

The night of the first false alarm 3 
Herald reporter was standing near the 
railroad depot, and a very pretty young 
woman dashed past him and forced a 
rifle into the hands of a man standin 
near. ‘‘ Here, John;” she said, ‘‘it’s all 
right: I loaded it myself; go now and 
use it; make every shot you fire count 
and don’t come back to me beaten.” 

The reason for this determination on 
the part of the Homestead women is a 
very interesting question, and one that 
is not easy to answer.—Pittsburg cor- 
respondence Boston Herald. 


Setting Type With Both Hands. 

A foreman of a composing room has 
conceived the idea of using both hands 
in picking up and setting the types in 
the stick. Ever since the composin 
stick was known the left hand has held 
the stick while the thumb pressed each 
successive type into place against the 
pieces already in line.

Prof. Mendenhall, the Ameri- 
can commissioner, wlil meet Prof 
King, at Ottawa, next month, when 
plans for the future may be discuss- 
ed. The work of the comm!ssion will 
extend over two years 

The 1893 operations of the Cana- 
dian party have discovered disputed 
territory bordered by about 300 
miles of coastlifie, and extended a 
considerable distance into the inter- 
ior—twenty to thirty miles inland 
The work was taken up at Bur- 
rough’s Bay, and completed to Lynn 
Canal, rather more than half of the 
entire undertaking All the terri- 
tory traversed proved exceptionally 
rugged—towering mountains, mighty 
giaciers, great canyons and rapid 
turbulent rivers Absolutely no 
agricultural land wae discovered, nor 
is the timber land especially § at- 
tractive, though hemlock and fir of 
average size are generally found on 
the slopes. Whatever value the coun- 
try possesses lies in Its minerals and 
its three or four rivers, the later 
teeming with the same varieties of 
saimon already so well known in the 
markete of the world.

The making of watch dials is also 
interesting. Those made by machinery 
are rapidly produced.

By means of a wax matrix a copy of 
this plate is taken and electrotyped. 
The pigment is placed on the electro- 
plate and a thin coat of collodion is 
placed over it, being distributed by cen- 
trifugal force f 

A sheet of paper placed on the collod 
ion before it dries, adheres, and when 
removed withdraws the collodion and 
the pigment, thus leaving a negative on 
the paper. 

This paper is then placed on a blank 
watch dial, and after being slowly 
pressed into position the dial is placed 
in a furnace. The heat destroys the 
paper and the collodion penetrates the 
enamel of the dial. producing on it the 
design. In this manner the most in-

The Colors ef Inka. 


It is claimed to be poasible to demon- 
strate differences in the colors of inks 
which cannot be seen, the one ink ap 
pearing light and the other dark. It is 
well understood the tints of the inks 
that are called black are either brown, 
red, green or blue in shade; such tones 
have but little effect on the eye, as it is 
chiefly sensitive tothe yellow and red 
rays. But the chief sensitiveness of 
hotegraphic plates, on the other hand, 
- in the blue, violet and ultra-violet. 
As with ordinary sensitive plates, yel- 
low and 
dark, and blue ones light, the same, it 
is stated, will follow in photographing 
inks of various tones, 3 difference which 
considerably intensified by the use of 
suitably colored light and color-sensi- 
tive plates.

“SKIPPERS " IN CHEESE. 


How They May Be Overcome—Something 
of Service te Cheese-Mukers. 


Protection aguinst these pests Cou- 
cerns heariy al! who deal in cheese. 
In a signed article contribuved to 
the American eheeesemaker. Henry 
Stewart furnishes some valuable in- 
formation, such as every grocer 
should read and save for reference, 
and which every dairyman should 
use to his profit. Mr. Stewart says: 
“Most dairymen understand pretty 
well the cheese fiy, to which mires 
are due; many, however, do not un- 
derstand how to provide against its 
depredations. Some people profess to 


be fond of a skippery cheese, and 
regard ii as an index of what Wwe 


“eheese full of meat” 
—ithat is, rich in butter—and it is 
certain that the cheese flies havea 
great partiality for the best goods 
in the cheese room. They do not so 
readily attack the poorer or skim 
milk varieties; hence the notion that 
cheese infested with the fly is rich 
n butter isnot far ont of the way 
The primary cause of mite infested

cheese is want of care. Cheese 
hot weather should be closely ex- 
amined every day: they require to 


be turned onee a Uay to facilitate 
the curing process; the bandages and 
sides should be rubbed at the time 
of turning, in order to destroy any 
egzs of the fly that may happen to 
be deposiced about the cheese If 
there are cracks in the rind, orif che 
edges of Lhe bandage do not Iit snug- 
lv. they should at once be atvended 
to, it is at these points tuat the 
fly is mos. likely to make a deposit 
its eggs. The cracks and cheecks 
n cheese shonld be filled up with 
particles of chees, which have been 
erushed under a knife to make them 
mellow plastic. When once 
a scrip of thin, tough paper, 
and laid ever the repaired sur- 
face, will serve as a farther  pro- 
tection to the parts.
